BOISE -- Existing contracts for the 
sale of electricity from -small, in- 
—dcpcndonLproUueers to Idaho Power 
Co. will not be included in the utility 's 
request to sharply cul the price it 
pays for that so-called "cogent* rated" 
energy, state utility regulators say. 

The Idaho Public Utilities Commis- 
sion meeting in Boise on Monday 
beard arguments from several 
cogenerators angry over Idaho 
Power’s attempt to include contracts 
already in effect in its application to 
-TTductrthtrrateritisTcquired-topayT- 

In approving the motion from 
cogenerators to exclude existing con- 
tracts. the commission reaffirmed an 
earlier decision that it had no 
jurisdiction to change rates that it 
had already set. 

The PUC Is required by Congress to 
set rales for cogenerated energy, but 
Idaho Power has argued that what the 
commission sets, it also can change. 

The utility contends it has more 
than enough power to supply its needs, 
through at least the mid-1990s, and 
that fixed-term, fixed-rate contracts 
with cogenerators ordered under the 
1978 "National Energy Act eventually 

— customers. 

The cogeneration contracts cur- 


rently in force with Idaho Power, 
most for "terms of about :if> years, call 
for the payment of 6.78 cents for each 
kilowatt hour of electricity delivered. 1 

The utility has asked the PUC to 
drop that ra te lo 1.4 cents per kilowatt 
hour for the foreseeable future, with 
the possibility for future change with 
fluctuations In the value of power. 
With Monday's decision by (he com- 
mission. any rate reduction approved 
would apply only to new cogeneration 
contracts.

Energy of Muscovites becomes apparent even to outsiders 


MOSCOW - One of the many surprises in 
this massive, lumbering capital city is' the 
palpable energy and ingenuity of the people 
who live here. 

The formal Soviet system may grumble at 
change and muffle initiative in blankets of 
bureaucracy. But thcrtflsan Informal system- 
at work, one as chaotic and irrepressible as 
human nature. 

The spirit of free enterprise is thriving and 
not merely in the semi-official peasant 
market where private farmers sell their 
hothouse tomatoes this week for 55 a pound. .11 
Is part of the psyche of the .Muscovites, a poo- 
ple with rising expectations and Western 
tastes in a second- world marketplace. 

In seven days on these streets, I have seen 
some of the most passionate shoppers that a 
mall -weary American could imagine. It is 
rare for a Muscovite to pass one of the stands 
set up on street comers or in doorways 
without checking the contents. When a line 
forms ;it a shop, there is a universal urge to 
find out what’s for sale. 

Even my translator, walking our rounds of

formal appointments, veers automatically in- 
to a shoe store that Is expecting a shipment, 
and then, catching herself, backs out in em- 
barrassment. Nearly every private conversa- 
tion- with an urban Russian turns to prices. 
How much does a shirt cost in America? A 
good coat? A (ape recorder? 

The stores are not empty of goods. The state 
supermarkets have enough staples to satisfy 
hunger, if not relieve Iwredum. A constant, 
defensive refrain from a Soviet companion is, 
"We have that too; we have that loo." The 
Soviet Union makes almost anything made In 
the rest of the world, hut in quantities that 
lease the imagination and whet Hie appetite. 
As an American friend here reminds me, 
"They make tO.Wxj toasters a year." 


■ To my Western eye, an extraordinary 
amount of time and Interest is Invested In get- 
ting hold of something scarce and desirable, 1 
am regaled with boisterous stories about the 
search for food for a party, a good pair of 
I >oots for Uic winter, tickets to the theater. 

' Americans may work to acquire the money 
to buy these items, hut in Moscow U Is equally 
important to have contacts, to develop a rela- 
tionship with the butcher, to exchange and 
share with friends, to know someone with ac- 
cess to a Boryushka. store where -goods, are . 
sold for foreign currency only. 

The enormous vitality of this second 
system, this private sector, contradicts the 
Western stereotype of Soviet citizens as 
dependent and passive. The state may 
regulate production, distribute housing, and 
control wages, but In the reality of everyday 
existence, the struggle to enrich life Is met 
with Imagination, flexibility and a passion 
largely tacking In public lire. 

Indeed. If there is a collective spirit in 
Moscow it is not in the government, but in. the. 


effort to get .something done despite, around, 
over, under the government. It is the dif- 
ficulties. the daily hassles, that throw people 
together — families, nelghtwrs. friends - into 
webs of interdependence. 

Even as a visitor, I catch glimpses of this. ! 
try to change my hotel reservations and en- 
counter a barrier of new rules. To change a 
reservation, I must pay for the whole stay all 
over again. This Is crazy, I tell the clerk, using 
my most useful Russian phrase. We smile at 
each oilier, she demurs, cuts through the red- 
dest of tape and suddenly, unofficially, it’s 
done. 

One way to move the Immovable is to ap- 
peal directly for the commodity in great de- 
mand in tills city: help. 

At the same time, 1 begin to sense and share 
the Muscovites' pleasure in personal vic- 
tories. A woman tells me in great and ironic 
detail about her month-long campaign to gel 
the right travel papers, A success story. The 
third item we try to order from a restaurant 
menu is actually "available. I applaud. I 
dredge. up. a. telephone numlicr in this city 


without directory assistance, where telephone , 
IxMiks are at a premium, and 1 cheer. 

But it’s also dear to this outsider that much 
too much creative energy goes into these vic- 
tories:, heating a bureaucratic obstacle, chas- • 
ing a shortage. The energy siphoned off from 
work or public life is as obviousas the sight 6f 
government workers standing in grocery lines 
at :i o’clock in the afternoon. 1 don't envy the ; 
new leader who wants to etiange these 
systems in Uic cause of productivity. 

Finally. I begin to understand the joke that 
vvas told to me my second day in Moscow. It’s , 
Jilxnit a man who wants to leave the Soviet 
Union ItccaOse he is too happy. 

Wiiy. a friend asks, would you leave If you* 
are happy? "Well," he explains, "If I go to thc- 
store for good meat and I find it. I’m so happy. ‘ 
If my television breaks and I get it fixed, I'm 
so happy. If I find a shirt in my size and it even 
fits me. I’m so happy. All this happiness Is; 
killing me."

Because of Uie cuts, fewer people 
will be hired for the 198G fair. Fair 
rnanbger Tom Shouse said. Although

The fair board approved a $279,000 
budget for fiscal year 1985-86 com- 
pared lo the 1981-85 budget of $317,500. 

Acrrirdliig to an annual audit* 
$235,053 was- Uie -projected- total -In- 
_come for 1984. JJie-flgiire-dbesjioUn- 
, elude Uie $1G,081 contract to Uie rodeo 
producer, but did Include the $1,171 
profit on Uie rodeo admissions the 
board expects. The fair contracts 
with rodeo producers on a percentage 
of gate plus other expenses. 

The total fair expenses, however, 
are projected at $259,231 for this 
year’s fair. The figure docs nol in- 
clude Uie rodeo producer contract. 

Even with a $!9,8G3 subsidy ex- 
pected from the county, there may lie 
a $1,315 projected deficit.

BOISE — Farm families caught In financial 
trouble will find help only a dial tone away hy 
the beginning of June. 

The Idaho Department of Agriculture and the 
Idaho Attorney General's office lale last week 
gave a go-ahead lo the Family Farm Hotline, a' 
quick referral service aimed at keeping farms 
In business. 

“It has lo lie a farmer-lo-farmer service.” 
said Dick Rush. Agriculture Department dircc- 


The phone hotline will Ik* staffed hy volun- 
teers familiar with farm problems. It will Ik* 
able to plug callers into a statewide network of 
farmers ami other experts who can help them 
solve their problems. 

The system’s first priority will Ik* financial 
counseling. Rush said In an interview late last 
week. However, the Family Farm Hotline also 
will be able lo connect callers to legal advisers, 
agronomists and menial health experts, as well 
as oilier professionals. .. 

Eventually, the hotline will reach twyond In- 
dividual referrals by staging seminars and 
other services throughout Ihe state. 


“I think il will end up being more than just a 
hotline,” Rush said.

Gardens lettuce with no soil, instead 
nurturing the plants on plastic-foam 
slabs floating in greenhouse ponds. 

The hydroponic lettuce operation 
lias been visited by agricultural 
specialists from the Middle Hast and 
China since operations began eight 
months ago, said Thurmon Blake.

The company, based in Yakima.

Rubber larynx 
offers hope to 
cancer victims

INDIANAPOLIS — The precious 
gift of speech will come back lo 
Virginia Lacey on Monday in the form

It contains the vocal cords, which 
vibrate under air pressure to produce 
the sounds of speech. Because the 
operation requires cutting into the 
windpipe, surgeons, leave a hole in the 

t hroat so a patient can hreal he.

' back as a gift from llie Head arid Neck- 
Cancer Rehabilitation Institute. It 
was established by Uric I).

In Hie end, the Nazis burned the 
ghetto and sent survivors who hadn’t 
committed suicide to Treblmka to l« 
gassed. 

The Danes, led by their king, stitch- 
ed onto their clothing the yellow stars 
of David required for JewsjtntLllid 
8,000 Danish Jews from the Gestapo, 
eventually ferrying them to safety in 
neutral SwedeA. Finland also shielded 
Its Jews from the Nazis. 
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
